ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1927. 


THE  Committee  beg  to  present  their  42nd  x\nnual  Report  which  covers 
the  sixth  year  of  the  new  Hospital. 

During  the  year  187  in-patients  were  admitted,  97  being  surgical,  35 
medical  and  55  accident  cases.  The  results  of  these  cases  were  as  follows 

Discharged  convalescent  ...  149  Transferred  to  other  hospitals  ...  5

,,  for  other  reasons  4  In  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year  13 

The  average  time  spent  in  the  hospital  by  in-patients  was  20.7  days, 
and  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  was  11.2. 

The  number  of  one  day  cases  treated  during  the  year  was  239,  of  which 
126  were  for  minor  operations,  94  for  accidents,  and  19  for  other  treatment. 

These  figures  show  a  considerable  increase  over  those  of  the  previous 
year,  and  the  Committee  congratulate  the  Matron  and  the  Nursing  Stall 
on  their  excellent  work. 

There  were  164  X-Ray  examinations  during  the  year,  of  which  34  were 
cases  of  persons  entitled  under  the  Voluntary  Contributory  Scheme. 

A  new  feature  of  the  year  is  the  Ultra  Violet  Ray  treatment.  The 
President  generously  presented  to  the  hospital  a  mercury  vapour  lamp  of 
the  K.B.B.  type,  which  has  been  in  constant  use  and  has  proved  very 
beneficial  to  the  patients.  Subsequently  a  tungsten  arc  lamp  was  pur¬ 
chased  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Annual  Hospital  Sale,  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  not  suitable  for  the  mercury  vapour  lamp.  Up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  77  cases  altogether  have  been  treated,  and  560  applications  have  been 
given,  with  the  following  results  : 

Cured  .  41  Conditions  unchanged  ...  4 

Benefited  .  16  Still  under  treatment  ...  16 

These  lamps  are  in  the  charge  of  Sister  Heaster,  who  has  attended  a 
course  of  instruction  in  treatment  by  artificial  sunlight,  and  has  obtained 
a  certificate  from  the  London  Clinic. 

The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  thanks  for  another  generous  gift 
from  the  President,  who  has  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  hospital  the 
site  of  the  old  College  Farm,  and  the  house  which  he  has  built  upon  it, 
including  the  stable  and  field  behind  the  hospital.  He  has  fenced  off  part 
of  the  land  and  adapted  it  for  use  as  a  drying  ground  for  the  hospital 
laundry.  The  house  and  the  rest  of  the  land,  not  being  at  present  required 
for  the  purposes  of  the  hospital,  have  been  let  to  tenants. 

The  Committee  deeply  regret  the  departure  of  Dr.  Young,  who  was 
one  of  their  Honorary  Medical  Officers  for  over  20  years,  and  who  took  a 
special  interest  in  the  hospital,  and  spared  neither  time  nor  trouble  in 
helping  it  in  every  way,  and  they  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him 
for  his  invaluable  services. 

The  Voluntary  Contributory  Scheme  has  continued  to  work  smoothly, 
and  is  a  source  of  considerable  income.  During  the  year  an  addition  was 
made  to  the  rules  extending  the  benefits  of  the  Scheme  to  contributors 
who  are  residents  of  districts  served  by  other  hospitals,  though  working 
in  this  district. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  express  their  thanks  to  the  Honorary 
Medical  Officers,  to  the  ladies  who  organized  the  Annual  Hospital  Sale, 
and  to  those  who  collected  the  subscriptions  ;  also  to  Mr.  Gilles  for  look¬ 
ing  after  the  hospital  garden,  to  Mrs.  Lowe  for  surgical  instruments  to  the 
value  of  £10,  and  to  the  other  donors  whose  names  are  given  in  the  list 
attached  to  this  report.
